Such a plea, nowever, seems to be very far-fetched, in view* of 


the fact that only by conscription will it 1>«* possible; for nil classes 
to be made to do their part in Hie defense cjf the country. 
There 


could be no fairer way devised by which to recruit an army than to 


give every man of military age anti of necessary physical require­ 


ments, the same opportunity e ither of going or remaining out of ser­ 
vice. With the same tests applied and the same methods used toward 
all, the shirker, if drawn, would be compelled to serve whether he 


would or would not, and the red-blooded man, even if not drawn, would 


still have opportunity of doing his part as a voluntee r. 
But the be; t 


feature in the measure is that the slacker will be unable to escape 
unless he be one of those whose name is not drawn. 
He will have 


the same chance as the patriotic man, but no more, and In* will not 


be able to say, as some of them are even now saying, “I should worry; 


let the fi llow that wants to fight do it. 
You won’t catch me giving my 


time to Uncle Sam for $15 a month.” 
Some may not believe it, but there are many of that sort of 


young nun, and some of them are right here in Sedalia.
